WAYS WITH PEANUTS. 


Peanuts are so cheap, so common 


and so wholesome that one should 


learn more ways 
)t' serving them. 
In different locali- 
ties it is called by 
v a r i o u s names. 
(,'oober, ground nut, 
g r o u n d pea and 
t-arth nut. 
It is 


classed with nuts, 
but it really be- 


longs to the leguminous plants, to 
which peas and beans belong. Pea- 
nut oil used as a shortening is a good 
substitute for olive oil. The peanut 
forms a very nutritious article of 
food, excm-ding three times its weight 
in beef. 


Peanut 
Soup.—Grind 
five 
cents 


worth of peanuts after removing the 
brown shell, add 
two 
cupfuls of 


strained oatmeal water, or rice water, 
boiled veil, add t\\o cupfuls of milk, 
season with salt, pepper and butter 
and thicken with flour or a beaten egg. 


Peanut Meatose.—Mix two cupfuls 


of peanut butter with two cupfuls of 
tomato juice; add a cupful of corn- 
starch and two teaspoonfuls of salt. 
Stir and mix well; pour into baking 
powder cans and steam five hours. 
Serve cut fn slices. 


Nut P'ie Crust.—Take three table- 


spoonfuls of peanut butter to a cupful 
of flour and use as iii making ordinary 
pastry, adding cold water to make a 
mixture (o roll. Grind fresh roasted 
peanuts and mix witii mayonnaise or 
any good salad dressing, spread on but- 
tered braid for a sandwich filling. 


A handful of fresh roasted peanuts 


crushed with a rollingpin and sprin- 
kled overt- head lettuce with a little 
shredded onion and a French dressing, 
makes a most delicious salad. 


A haW cupful of crushed peanuts 


sprinkled over the top of a custard 
pie before going into the oven is a 
pleasant change. 


A little suit codfish is good to pre- 


vent nausea, either c-ar sickness or sea- 
sickness is relieved by it.

USe a cleaver to divicl^ 
the portions, as one does 
chicken, saute in a little 
hot fat, then stew in a 
casserole with onion, a 
little lemon juice and a 
cupful of any kind of 
soup stock, or a little 
kitchen bouquet with wa- 
ter will do for stock; 


cook three hours or until the rabbit 
is tender; make a brown sauce and 
serve with the sauce, garnished with 
parsle£ or water cress. 


Curried Pheasant.—Melt a half cup- 


ful of butter in a saucepan, add two 
chopped 
cnions, and brown; then 


strain out the onion and lay in the 
pheasant, .cut at the joints in neat 
pieces, fry for five minutes, sprinkle 
with a talolespoonful of curry po^- 
'der and cook five minutes longer; then 
add the fried onions, a chopped ap- 
ple, two cu\pfuls of stock, salt and pep- 
per to taste and simmer one hour. 
Add the lemon juice just before serv- 
ing. Place the meat in the center of a 
hot platter and surround it with well 
seasoned boiled rice. 


Squirrel Pie.—Arrange thin slices 


of bacon in the bottom of a deep bak- 
iirg dish, reason with salt and pep- 
per; add a tablespoonful of chopped 
parsley, one tablespoonful of mixed 
herbs and a cupful of white sauce. 
Cut two squirrels in serving-sized 
pieces and place them over the bacon; 
cover with a layer of sliced potatoes 
and place a cover of puff paste or any 
rich pastry will do. 
Bake an hour 


in a hot oven. Add another cupful 
of white sauce through the vent at the 
top; brush with egg and brown. 


Venison Steak.—Lay the steak in 


a mixture of two tablespoonfuls of 
oil, one of vinegar arJ let it lie for 
an hour, turning it often. Drain and 
fry in a hot frying pan or broil before 
a hot fire. Serve with brown gravy 
and spiced grape jelly. 


Some foods are of themselves so 


stimulating that they answer the pur- 
pose of a condiment and a food; such 
are onions, peppers and garlic. Herbs 
of various kinds also add their value 
as condiments'and flavor. 


Roast Opossum.—Soak the opossum 


over night in salted water, then score 
the skin every quarter of an inch.

"one green pepper, n. bay leaf and a

Serbian 
advances near Rahova and Fusin. in 
tho Moglenira region, wero repulsed. 
A Wireless

despatch

ilomo says that fire and explosions 
virtually 
destroyed 
Monastir. 
Tho 
despatch describes tho retreat of the 
Teutons as a rout. 
In some quarters an advance by the 
entente forces to the town of Prilep 
Is forecast, to be followed by a thrust 
from Prilep toward Negotin, on tho 
Vardar, with the object of outflanking 
the Bulgars and opening up the iron 
tier passes northwest of Salonika. 
Tho Paris conimnnioation follows:

Following up their success with ener­ 
gy during the night of the 18th and 
19th, our allies, after a brilliant at 
tack, took possession of Hill No. 819 
and at daybreak of November 19 they 
drove the enemy out of Makovo.

821 and tho village of Kirklina, two 
miles north of Monastir,

Orizar (respectively, four miles to the

In dliterent locali­ 
ties It is called by 
V a r I 0 u s 
names, 
iroober, ground nut. 
g r o u n d pea and 
earth nut. 
It Is 
classed with nuts, 
but 
it really be­ 
longs to the leguminous plants, to 
whicli peas and beans belong. 
Pea­ 
nut oil used as a shortening is a good 
substitute for olive oil. 
The peanut 
forms a very nutritious article of 
food, exceeding three times its weight 
in beef. 


Peanut 
Soup.—Grind 
five 
cents 
worth of peanuts after removing the 
brown 
shell, 
add 
two 
cupfuls 
of 
strained oatmeal water, or rice water, 
boiled >rell, add two cupfuls of milk, 
season with salt, pepper and butter 
and tiilciien with floxn* or a beaten egg. 
Peanut Meatose,—Mix two cupfuls 
of peanut butter with two cupfuls of 
tomato Jitlce; add a cupful of corn­ 
starch and two teaspoonfuls of salt. 
Stir and mix well; pour Into baking 
powder cans and steam five hours. 
Serve cut In slices. 
Nut P’le Crust.—Take three table­ 
spoonfuls of peanut butter to a cui>(ul 
of flour and use as in making ordinary 
pastry. ad(?ing cold water to make a 
mixture to roll. 
Grind fresh roasted 
peanuts and mix with mayonnaise or 
any good salad dressing, spread on but­ 
tered breild for a sandwich filling. 
A handful of fresh roasted peanuts 
crushed with a rollingpin and sprin­ 
kled ov€;r head lettuce with ii little 
shredded onion and a French dressing, 
makes a n/ost delicious salad. 
A halv? cupful of crushed peanuts 
sprinkled over the top of a custard 
pie before going into the oven is n 
pleasant change. 
A little salt codfish is good to pre­ 
vent nausea, either car sickness or sea­ 
sickness is relieved by it.

Rabbits are in season all winter and 
plentiful In most districts and they are 
good, if they are well 
cooked 
and 
seasoned. 
Use a cleaver to dividi 
tlie portions, as one does 
chicken, saute in a little 
hot fat, then stew in a 
ca.sseroie with onion, a 
little lemon juice and a 
cupfui of any kind of 
soup stock, or a little 
kitclien bouquet with wa­ 
ter will do for stock; 
cook three hours or until the rabbit 
is tender; make a brown sauce and 
serve with the sauce, garnished with 
parslei' or water cress. 
Curried Pfieasant.—^Melt a half cup­ 
ful of butter in a saucepan, add two 
chopped 
cnions, 
and 
brown; 
then 
strain out the onion and lay in the 
pheasant, -cut at tlie joints in neat 
pieces, fry for five minutes, sprinkle 
with a talDlespoonfuI of curry pow- 
'der and cook five minutes longer; tiien 
add the fried onions, a chopped ap­ 
ple, two cu\pfuls of stock, salt and pep­ 
per to taste and simmer one hour. 
Add tiie lemon juice just before serv­ 
ing. 
Place tJie meat in the center of a 
hot platter and surround it with well 
seasoned bv)IIed rice. 
Squirrel Pie.—Arrange thin slices 
of bacon in the bottom of a deep bak­ 
ing dish, .season with salt and pep­ 
per; add a tablespoonful of chopped 
parsley, one tablespoonful of mixed 
herbs and a cupful of wliite sauce. 
Cut 
two squirrels 
In serving-sized 
pieces and place liieni over the bacon; 
cover witii a layer of sliced potatoes 
and place ti cover of puff paste or any 
rich pastry will do. 
Bake an hour 
in a hot oven. 
Add another cupful 
of white sauce through the vent at the 
top; i)rush witli egg and brown. 
Venison Steak.—Lay the steak in 
a mixture of two tablespoonfuls of 
oil, one of vlne2:ar and let it lie for 
an hour, turning it often. 
Drain and 
fry in a hot frying pan or broil before 
a hot lire. 
Serve with brown gravy 
and spiced grai>e jelly. 
Some foods are of themselves so 
stimulating that they answer the pur* 
pose of a condiment and a food; such 
are onions, peppers and garlic. Herbs 
of various kinds also add their value 
as condiments and flavor. 
Roast Opossum,—Soak the opossum 
over night in salti’d water, then score 
tho skin every quarter of an inch.

CONTEST RECALLS 
ELECTION OF 1876 


LORE Uncertainty Over Hayes- 


Tilden Vote. 


CLOSE 
MARGIN 
DECIDES 


As In This Election, the Fight B»tw««n 


Hayes and Tilden Was Long In Doubt. 
Cloveland-Blaine Race In 1884 Alto 
Similar—Returnt Very Late In Ar- 
riving. 


Close national elections always recall 


the historic contest of 187G, when 
liutherford B. Hayes, Republican, was 
declared elected president by a margin 
of one electoral vote over Samuel J. 
Tilden, Democrat, almost four months 
after the election. 
On election night 


m November, 1S7G, Tilden's election 
was announced in the first editions of 
all the newspapers and at 1:30 o'clock 
was conceded by tho Republican lead- 
ers. 


Decided by Close Margin. 


The other memorable instance of 


(.•lose national elections was in. 1884, 
when It was not known unftl Friday 
after election day whether Grove)- 
Cleveland or James G. Elaine had been 
chosen president, and then the contest 
was decided in New York state by a 
margin of 1,100 votes. It was at this 
election that John Y. McKane, the 
Democratic boss of Coney Island, who 
later went to Sing Sing for ovcrzealous 
political activity, gave the Cleveland 
ticket a pl-.irality in Graveseiid that 
exceeded by 2,000 the total number of 
men, women and children in the town, 
which was 5,000. 


The contest of 1S7G, which brought 


wholesale charges of fraud, gun play, 
intimidation and murder, some of 
which were also proved, started on 
election night when it became appar- 
ent 011 the returns not to be doubted 
that Tilden had 184 electoral votes and 
Hayes 1CS, with twenty votes doubt- 
ful. 
One hundred and eighty-five were 


necessary for a choice. The twenty 
doubtful votes were distributed in Ore- 
gen, Louisiana, Florida and South Car- 
olina. 
, 


By sunup of the next morning both 


Republicans and Democrats started 
after these twenty votes. If the Re- 
publicans got them all it meant that 
Hayes would be elected by a margin 
of one electoral vote. 


Theft of Election Charged. 


It was freely charged that Tilden 


had been fraudulently deprived of sev- 
eral electoral votes and the election. 
His popular vote exceeded that of 
Hayes by 250,935. As in the election 
just passed, the doubtful states were 
California and some of the middle 
western 
states, 
notably 
Nebraska. 


Florida remained a puzzle for a long 
time. 
In those days the south was 


not solid when it came to voting be- 
cause . of the punitive measures en- 
forced by the north after the civil war, 
Which restricted suffrage in the rebel 
states. 


For a day or so after the presiden- 


tial election in 185)2 there was consid- 
erable doubt as to the result 
Many 


Republican papers claimed that Benja- 
min Harrison, Republican, had been 
re-elected over Grover Cleveland, Dem- 
ocrat, by a. comfortable margin. Indi- 
ana and Illinois were claimed by both 
sides, and it looked for awhile, judg- 
\us by the scattering returns, that Har- 
rison would carry both, Delaware and 
West Virginia. 


The second day, however, proved 


•Mr. Cleveland's election for a second 
term with a handsome majority in the 
electoral college, , his vote being 277 
against 145 for Harrison. 


But tho race was so close for awhile 


that the newspapers of New York sug- 
gested that the next president of the 
United Stares might have to be elect- 
ed by congress.

Close national elections always recall 
tho historic coutcst of 1S70, when 
Kutherford B. Hayes, Republican, was 
(lecliircd clccted president by a margin 
of one oloctoral vote over Samuel J. 
rildcn. Democrat, almost four month» 
after the election. 
On election night 
in Novemlier, 1S7G, Tilden's election 
was announced in the first editions of 
all tho newspapers and at 1:30 o’clock 
was conceded by tho Republican lead­ 
ers. 
Doclded by Close Margin. 
The other memorable instance of 
close national elections was in 1SS4, 
when It was not known unftl Friday 
after clec’tion day whether Grover 
Cleveland or James G. Blaine had been 
chosen president, and then tho contest 
was decided in New York state by a 
margin of 1.100 votes. It was at this 
election that John Y. McKane, the 
Democratic boss of Coney Island, who 
later went to Sing Sing for overzealous 
political activity, gavo tho Cleveland 
ticket a pUirallty in Gravesend that 
exceetlcd by 2,000 the total number of 
m<^n, women and children hi the town, 
which was 5,000. 
Tho contest of 187G, which brought 
wholc.sale charges of fraud, gun play, 
intimidation and murder, some of 
Avhlch were also proved, started on 
election night when it became appar­ 
ent on the returns not to be doubted 
that Tildcn had 184 electoral vote^ and 
tiaycs lijO, with twenty rotes doubt­ 
ful. One hundred and eighty-iive were 
necessary for a choice. 
The twenty 
doubtful votes were distributed in Ore- 
gt n, Louisiana, Florida and South Car­ 
olina. 
By sunup of the next morning both 
Republicans and Democrats started 
after these twenty votes. 
If the Re­ 
publicans got them all it meant that 
llayes would be elected by a margin 
of one electorjjl rote. 
Theft of Election Charged. 
It was freely charged that Tildcn 
had been fraudulently depnved of sev­

morning about 10 o'clock, the pair of mules 
hitched to the covered huckster wagon 
driven by Samuel Wolf, an employe of 
produce dealer Curtis A. Diehl, of Lincoln 
Way, West, took fright at a passing auto- 
mobile, and started to run away.

Mr. Wolf, in the guise 
of a human egg-nogg, streaming with the 
colors of the Amalgamated Hens Associa- 
tion—pure white and gold—was brot to 
town by his eggstricator. Mr. Diehl and 
several assistants went to the scene of the 
accident, and the wreckage was removed 
and the unbroken eggs recrated.

Killed at R. R. Crossing. 


The grade crossing of the P. RR. at 


Stony Brook, four miles below York, on 
the Wrightsville 'pike, claimed two more 
victims and the injury of three others, 
when an automobile was struck by an 
East-bound train about 6:45 o'clock on 
Monday morning.

Poultry Keeping On 


Small Town Lot 


By F. W. KAZMEIER, 


Poultry Husbandman, Texas A. end M. 


Extension Department. 


It certainly is true that poultry rais- 


ing on a small town lot can be made 
to pay. It may also lead to something 
bettor. Many salaried men realize that 
some day they will be too old to hold 
down their job. 
They will see some 


younger man taking their place. It Is 
then that many of these think of going 
into the poultry business on a small 
scale, just large enough to make a 
comfortable living. It is easily under- 
stood how much surer these people 
would be of success if they had a lit- 
tle previous experience to fall back 
on. 


It is true that city lot poultry keep- 


ing requires closer attention to details 
and 
sanitary 
measures 
than farm 


poultry keeping. It is also true that a 
rtock of chickens in a dirty backyard 
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<!/>ne by Introducing new Mood occa- 
sionally or by having the breeding 
stock each year roared under farm 
conditions. Most all elty or town peo- 
ple have a few farmer friends that 
would be glad to raise some of their 
pure-bred poultry on halves. 


For a good arrangement of n town 


poultry plant see 
I he accompanying 


figure. 
A shows ihe movable colony 


brooder houses for small chicks. 
The 


place used for garden one year may 
the nrxt year be used to grow the 
chicks and the garden 
put where 


chirks were the year before. B shows 
laying house. 14 by 40, divided In two 
liens, each large enough to accommo- 
date about 75 laying hens. 
It will be 


noticed that to each of these pens is 
attached two yards, C. This makes it 
possible to use one yard for a garden 
one year and the next year the other. 
This system of yarding keeps the 
ground sweet at ail times, and makes 
if possible to grow wonderful garden 
crops without buying any commercial 
fertilizer. D shows the movable colo: 
ny houses for the growing stock. One 
of these houses may be use(' as a cock- 
erel house. Those yards should he cul- 
tivated when not in use or planted to 
some crops once a year to prevent 
their becoming contaminated. 


A plant of this size properly taken 


care of can be made to bring in a 
profit over all expenses except labor. 
-.f from $300 to $400. 
After several 


years 
improved breeding, gradually 


working into the breeding of high-bred 
stock, either for egg production or for 
the show, there Is no telling to what 
extent such a plant may be worked. 
Remember, to make a success on such 
a plant it is hiphly important to keep 
the stock healthy, strong and vigor- 
ous, and to prevent the contamination 
of the ground.

Fresh eggs are in reality 


very hard to get, and unless you have 
a small flock of hens you perhaps not 
very often get the real fresh eggs. 


The greatest difficulties in connec- 


tion with back-lot poultry keeping are 
the prevention of contamination of the 
land and the keeping up of the vigor 
of the stock. The former can only be 
prevented 
by proper 
rotation 
and 


planting to crops. The latter may be

J. E. Steurwald, 
who has Just returned from that coun- 
try, where he went as representative 
of a large American automobile con- 
cern.

"Of course nil the larger Russian 


cities are under military restrictions 
concerning the supplj of food," said 
Mr. Stenrwald. 
"One is allowed to 


have meat three days a week-Satur- 
days, Sundays and Mondays. 


."'Everything has advanced from 200 


per cent to GOO per cent In price since 
the war began. Not only does this ap- 
ply to foodstuffs, but It also affects 
clothing, tobacco and many other 
things. For instance, you pay 40 ru- 
bles (about $20) for a pair of shoes, 
and tbey are very poor ones even at 
that price. Cigars cost from 1 ruble 
up 
Pipe tobacco is very high, a ten 


cent can of smoking tobacco costing 
at the very minimum 2 rubles and .0 
kopecks (about $1.-10). The reason for 
all of these high prices reverts back 
directly to the matter of transporta- 
tion, as Russia has plenty of food and 
grain, but no v,uy of trauspoitlng 
them."

Potash and Phosphates. 
The agricultural department of the 
University of Illinois has published an­ 
other report dealing with the eoils of 
this state and tho fertilizers which 
they need. 
This new investigation, 
like tho last, shows that Illinois farm­ 
ers need not »vorry about potash. With 
the exception of swamp lands our soils 
have ail the potassium salts they need, 
and the addition of more is a stimu­ 
lant rather than a food 
What Illinois land usually does lack 
is phosphorus, and the United States 
has a plentiful supply of phosphaio 
rock. 
Tills is good news to fariner» 
who had been taught that the lack ot 
German potash would cut down their 
crops. 
It tends likewise to stimulate 
an American Industry which was be 
Ing hidden behind clever foreign ad­ 
vertising. 
By the time this war is 
over, America will know hov/ much 
potash fertilizer it really needs, and 
what the stuff is worth on the soil,— 
Chicago .lournal.

GOOD THINGS FOR THE TABLE. 


For a company cako the following 
recipe is especially fine: Take the 
whites of six eggs, the 
yolka of five, one cupful 
each of sugar and Hour, 
three-fourths of a tea- 
spoonful of cream of tar 
tar, tho juico and rind 
of a large orange 
Beat 
tho whites very stiff and 
add half of the sugar, 
boat the yolks and add 
tho other half, beat five 
minutes, add the orange to tho yolks 
and when well mixed add to the 
whites, thon fold in the fiour that has 
been sifted with the cream of tartar.

Chocolate Caramel Cake.—Take two 
ounces of chocolate,^ ono cupful of 
sugar, ono-half cupful of milk a quar­ 
ter of a cupful of butter, two cupfuls 
of fiour, two eggs, two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder and one teaspoonful of 
vanilla. Mix as usual and bake In lay­ 
ers. 
For the filling cook together a 
cupful and a half of sugar, half a cup­ 
ful of sweet milk, a tablespoonful of 
butter; cook until It hairs, 
Cool, add 
vanilla.

— A 
cupful 
each 
of 
chopped datos, nuts and sugar a table- 
spoonful of fiour, and a teaspoonful of 
baking powder with two well-beaten 
eggs. 
Bake and servo with whipped 
cream. 
Almond Tartlets.—Lino patty tins 
with rich paste. 
Blanch and chop a 
third of a pound of almonds, add two 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
rolled 
cracker 
crumbs, sifted, three eggs, beaten, a 
third of a cupful of sugar, two cupfuls 
of milk, salt and vaniiia to taste. Fill 
the shells and bake. 
Date Bars,—Take a cupful of dates 
chopped fine, beat two eggs, separat­ 
ing the yolks from the whites, add 
three-fourths of a cupful of sugar to 
the yolks, then add six level table­ 
spoonfuls of fiour, a teaspoonful of 
baking povrder with a fourth of a tea­ 
spoonful of salt, add the chopped 
dates and a cupful of walnut meats 
chopped, then fold In the whites and 
bake in a slow oven In a sheet 
Cut 
when cold In pieces the size of a wa< 
fer.

Poultry Keeping On 
Small Town Lot 


By F. W. KAZMEIER. 
Poultry Husbnndman, Texas A. and M. 
Extension Department. 
It certainly Is true that poultry rais­ 
ing on a small town lot can be made 
to pay. 
It may also lead to something 
better. Many salaried men realize that 
some day they will he too old to hold 
down their job. 
They will see some 
younger nuin taking their j)lace. 
It Is 
then that many of these thiuk of going 
into the po\iltry business on a snmll 
scale, Just largo enough to nuike u 
comfortable living. 
It Is easily under­ 
stood how much surer these people 
would be of success If they had a lit­ 
tle previous experience to fall back 
on. 
It Is true that city lot poultry keep­ 
ing requires closer attention to details 
and 
sanitary 
measures 
than 
farm 
poultry keeping. 
It is also true that a 
Hock of chickens In a dirty backyard 
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done l\v Introducing new blood ofca- 
slonally or by #n:ning the l)reeding 
stock each year reiired un<ler farm 
conditions. Most all city or town peo- 
|)le have a few farmer friends that 
W(»uld he glad to raisi» some of ilieir 
pure-bred poultry on halves. 
For a good arrangement of a town 
poultry pljint see the acconipjinying 
figure. 
A shows the movtd)le colony 
brooder houses for sniall chicks. 
The 
place used for garden one year may 
the next year be used to grow the 
chicks anfl 
the garrlen 
put 
where 
chicks were the year before. B shows 
laying hi>use. 14 by 40. divided in two 
pens, each large enough to accommo­ 
date about 75 laying hens. 
It will be 
noticed that to each of these pens Is 
attached two yards, C. This makes It 
possil»le to use one yard for a garden 
one year and the next year the other. 
This system of yarding keeps the 
ground sweet at aM times, and makes 
It' imsslhle to grow wonderful gar<len 
croj)s without buying any conuuerclal 
fertilizer. 
D shows the movable colo­ 
ny hinises for the growing stock. One 
of these houses may be use(» as a cock­ 
erel house, TIh'sc yards should he cul­ 
tivated when not In use or planted to 
some crops once a year to prevent 
rheir becoming contaminated. 
A plant of this size properly taken 
care of can be nmde to bring In a 
profit over all expenses except labor, 
'■»f from ,%300 to $4tK). 
After several 
years 
Improved breeding, gradually 
working Into the bi*eeding of high-bred 
stock, either for egg production or for 
tiie sliow. there Is no telling to what 
extent such a plant may be worked. 
Uemember. to make a success on such 
a plant It is hirh*y Important to keep 
tlie stock healthy, strong iind vigor­ 
ous, and to prevent the contamination 
of the ground.

Clsnrs cost from 1 ruble- I 
up. 
Pipe tobacco Is very high, a ten 
cent can of smoking tobacco costing 
at the very minimum 2 ruble's and 70 
kopecks (about $1.40). The reason for 
all of these high prices rGveits back 
^llrectly to the matter of trauspoi'ta- 
tion, as Russia has plenty of food and 
grain, but no way of trnnsporting 
them."
